The volume of business in real estate continues 


moderate, as it has been for the last month, 


though the general tone of the market 1s much 
better than it was a month ago, and there is 
more being done than then. A few prominent 
real estate dealers who have been looking over 
their books for this season of last year have 
come to the conclusion that there is more busi- 
ness being done in the present month of Janu- 
ary than in the corresponding month of last year. 
December and January are, however, always dull 
months in the real estate business; and 
wf the experience of the past is worth 
anything as an index of what the degree of 
activity should be at certain seasons of the year, 
it could not be expected that there would be 
much speculation or investment just now. 

But, as indicated in our article of a week ago, 
the amount of money offered on mortgages is 
steadily increasing, and the demand for loans on 


first-class real estate is diminishing. If the in- 
creasing supply of money coming here is to find 
investment in real estate at all, it seems that it 
canonly be by the purchase of the fee of the 
property, and, as there now seems to be no doubt 
that there is more than the usual smount 
of capital seeking some sort of conservative and 
safe investment this winter, it indicates the 
probability of a much larger volume of sales 
within the next month. In the money article of 
Tae Trrevxe it has been mentioned within the 
past week that numerous amountse—some of 
Tarra aig: a8 ones—are sent here by banks, 
both in country and in the Eastern cities, for 
investment in commercial ponee. While this is 
not entirely a new feature in a market, 
it has at least never been done to the extent 
experienced now, and is an indication of 
the general abundance of money. As 
this indicates a larger say Pn money offered 
for loans, it also indicates 4 amount 
than usual must soon seek longer investment ;

_ ‘THE UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 

The controversy which has lately been before 
the public regarding the affairs of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago has not been improving to our 
conceptions of brotherly love and Christian 
charity. Up to this time Dr. Burroughs has not 
put in an apvearance. He has opened not his 
mouth—therefore the advantage is on his side. 

The history of the University is pretty well 
known. In early life the late Senator Douglas 
was acquainted with, and received instruction 
from, a clergyman of the Presbyterian Church. 
Meeting this gentleman in Chicagé, and moved 
by a desire to do him personal honor and kind- 
ness, he offered to donate a site for a University 
at Cottage Grove, of which Dr. Eddy should be 
President. The offer, after protracted effort to 
get support from the denommation, was de- 
clined. Mr. Douglas then concluded to offer it 
to the Baptist denomination, of which his late 
wife was a member. Dr. Burroughs being in- 
formed of this, interested himself among the 
personal and pdlitical friends of Judge Douglas, 
and, armed with letters vouching for his personal 
character, ne applied for and obtained from 
Dougias the reversion of the offer made 
to the Presbyterians. All that Mr. Douglas 


the University had to be raised, and this work 
Dr. Burroughs began at once. He received 
large subscriptions, some of which were paid in 
part, but the panic of 1857 knocked the bottom 
out of most of them. Still the work was prose- 
cuted perseveringly, and, to sum it all up, it is 
safe to say that, had it not been for Dr. Bur- 
roughs, there never would have been any Uni- 
versity there at all. Acting as President of the 
institution, financial agent, general director, 
‘building pommittee, subscription solicitor 
and collector, contractor, and im other 
and various fuactions incidental to these; 
having no funds seve the voluntary contributions 
of those who gave what they pleased and when . 
they pleased; having often to receive promissory 
notes, which were passed away to creditors and 
returped unpaid, and having trials and tribula- 
tions numerous and inevitable in the work of 
building and enilowing a university without 
money and withont credit, it is not difficult to 
understand that the books of subscriptions, re- 
expenditures, bills payable and receiva- 
interest, and all others, shoald, at the end of 
& period disturbed by two severe financial disas- 
ters, be somewhat confused when they were 
all ‘kept by one man, who performed 
all the functions mentioned. Nevertheless, 
it appears that while the Committee who exam- 
ined these books at a later date found them con- 
fused and incomplete, and bridged the difficulty 
in some way, they found s large balance due to 
Dr. Burroughs. In fact, the Committee might 
bave added that to Dr. Burroughs’ faithful, le 
borions, and often hopeless labor they were in- 
debted for all they had in the shape of a uni- 
versity. Dr. Kverts was one of the Trustees of 
this institution dufing nearly the whole period. 
Why he should have waited several years to pub- 
lish far ‘and wide the confusion in the ac-

A bill is pending im the Legislature for the 
repeal of what was formerly known as “ Bill 
No. 300,” to enable municipal corporations to 
assess and collect their own taxes for corporate 
purposes. If this repealing bill passes, as 
seems probable, the needs of the city will be 
certified to the County Clerk, by him extended 
on the State and county assessment, and the 
whole amount collected with the State, county, 
and town taxes. To this plan there are grave 
objections, which ought to be considered. 
First—All the taxes will be cumulated and 
made payable at one and the same time, which 


to pay their taxes. 

Second—The ccunty has no proper office or 
machinery for the proper assesament or for cor- 
rection of errors. 

Third—The cost of collecting Chicago city 
taxes, independent of all County Clerk’s fees, 
will be 134 per cent, or say $72,500, for collect- 
ing the taxes of 1873, which is three times the 
cost of the assessment and collecting depart- 
ments of the city jointly. 

Fourth—The city will be obliged to con- 
tinue its collecting department, for the 
collection of special assessments (not provided 
for in the, general law) and for the receipt of 
licenses, etc., not otherwise provided for. 

If this law is to be passed, is it not the duty of 
some of Chicago's Representatives at Spring- 
field to protect her interests? Bill No. 300 was 
passed after the clearest demonstration of its 
necessity. It should not be repealed without 
some sort of proof of its inutility. No such 
proof has been offered. .

LOGAN, BEVERIDGE, AND THE PENITEN- 

TIARY BATH. 

A month or more ago, a convictin the lin ois 
State Penitentiary was subjected to punishment. 
He had claimed that he was too ill to work, and 
the attending physician insisted that he was 
shamming, and ordered him to be put in a bath, 
out of which he was taken a corpse. Strange to 
say, this death of the convict Williams has 
become the initial point m what promises 
te be one of the most animated political 
struggles that haye ever taken piace in [linois. 
This State is represented in the Senate by Gen. 
Logan and Gov. Oglesby. Gen. Logan was 
elected in 1871, after a sharp struggle with 
Oglesby, whose friends obtained 8 promise that 
be should have the next vacancy. In 1878, Gov. 
Oglesby was elected, the friends of Mr. 
Logan joining to accomplish that result- 
Oglesby, who was then Governor, resigned 
that office, and Lieut.-Gov. Beveridge took charge 
of the Executive guillotine. One of the first 
uses he made of it was to decapitate ‘the old 
Penitentiary Commissioners and Warden. The 
new Warden appointed was Maj. J. W. Wham, 
@ well-known personal and political friend of 
Gen. Logan. The three Commissioners, select- 
ed from different parts of the State, were sup- 
posed to be friends and supporters of Gov. 
Beveridge for the seat in the Senate now occu- 
pied by @en. Logan, and which will become 
vacant in 1877. 

It will be difficult for an ordinary mortal to 
understand what connection there can be be- 
tween the death of the convict Williams and the 
election of a Senator of the United States, but 
the main question now pending concerning that 
death is whether Logan or Beveridge shall be 
elected Senator in 1877. No man has more de- 
voted personal friends than Gen. Logan, and it 
is already strongly suspected that Williama, out 
of pure devotion to the General, gave himself 
up to criminal habits, and eventually stole a 
horse and got into the Penitentiary, and there 
died, purposely to give color to the statement that 
be was murdered through the ignorance and bru- 
tality of the officers appointed by Gov. Beveridge! 
The Coroner's jury (charged to have been 
Beveridge men) complimented the Commiesion- 
ers for their careful but thorough-going dis- 
cipline of Williams. Upon s meeting of the 
Legislature, the Senate appointed a committee 
to investigate, and, this committee being in the 
interest of Beveridge, acquitted the Prison 
Commissioners and their subordinates of all 
blame. Maj. Wham, however, is not disposed 
to let this thing rest. It is said that he 
has appealed to those in the Legisla- 
ture who are not Beveridge men for a bet- 
ter and more thorough investigation, charging 
‘that the previous examinations were partisan, 
and that the truth was suppressed. The friends 
of Gen. Logan have proposed another inves- 
tigation, which is resisted by the old investiga- 
tors. The Commissioners have all had official 
business at Springfield ever since, and have been 
assiduousin their labors in the lobby. Thus 
the matter stands at present. The Republican 
party of Lllinocis is divided on the question 
whether Williams was murdered or not. Logan 
and Beveridge represent, respectively, ‘the affirm- 
ative and negative of the issue, and upon its 
decision rests the election of the Senator in 1877. 
So far the controversy is confined to the Legis- 
lature, but must soon extend to the counties.

OPERATIC FINANCES. 

We print elsewhere a detailed statement of 
operatic management, which contains many in- 
teresting facts concerning the inside working of 
the system, especially in the matter of expenses. 
The figures which are furnished satisfactorily 
explain why the opera is a luxury, and why im- 
presarios are compellea to charge what seem to 
be extortionate prices. Take the contract with 
Adelina Patti, for instance, the full text of which 
is given in the article referred to. Her noble 
husband, the Marquis de Vaux, stipulates that his 
melodious wife may give one hundred perform- 
ances of opera in this country, commencing next 
fall, at the rate of $2,500 per night, this sum to 
be paid immediately after each representation. 
‘In addition to this, the Messrs. Strakosch must 
pay the travq@ing expenses of Mme. Patti-Caux, 
the Marquis, and four other persons, two of 
whom are stated to be first class and two second 
class, whatever that may be. To secure the 
nightingale, the Messrs. Strakosch have to de- 
posit $250,000 with the Messrs. Rotbechild, to 
remain until the end of the season. This is 
only one item of expense out of many. The 
others may be faintly imagined. As it is doubt- 
ful, however, whether Adelina Patti will come 
to this country until she has squeezed the Eu- 
ropéan orange dry, and time has begun to put 
an edge on her voice, opera-goers will not bave 
to worry themselves about the Patti prices. She 
can better afford to pay her yearly forfeit of 
$1,500 than to give up her yearly European 
stipend and the valuable perquisites in the shape 
of jewels and diamonds which she could not ex- 
pect to have in this country. 

Nilsson is not as high-priced a singer as Patti, 
although ‘Nileson ie a great artist. She is sing- 
ing, this season, for $1,000 per night and inci- 
dental expenses, which is a reduction from her 
usual price, made on account of the financial 
stringency; but, even at this figure, the ex- 
penses here have footed up very largely. The 
total expenses for the two weeks have footed up 
$33,100, or $16,550 per week. To meet this ex- 
traordinary expense, a nightly receipt of $2,758 
was necessary, aud Chicago filled the biil, put- 
ting into Mr. Strakosch’s strong box $15,593 
the first week, and $18,101.51 the second, 
or a total of $33,694.50. These figures 
are taken from Mr. Strakosch’s own showing ; 
but in his schedule there are evidently some 
items of expense which ought to be credited 
to other cities, so that his real profits 
have undoubtedly been larger than the sum we 
have mentioned. The gross receipte of the 
Lucca season last spring, which was an unprece- 
dented ome in operatic annals, were but $37,000. 
Compared with that, and making allowances for 
the stringency of the time, the present season is 
quite as remarkable, and the two combined 
place Chicago in the front rank as am operatic 
centre. 

Great as the expenses of opera are, they are 
not necessary. The “star” system is directly 
responsible for them, and when the managers< 
break the “star” system the expenses of opera 
will be so materially reduced that almost every 
one can afford to go. If it is not done, the 
opera, especiaily Italian opera, must sooner or 
later cease to be a profitable investment. At 
present, indeed, the margin of profits is so amall 
and the risk so great that there are very few 
men who have the courage to invest 
their money in it. There are signs, how- 
ever, that this “star” system will not 
last long. The impresarios have com- 
menced to rebel, and two of them at least have 
taken the initiatory steps towards declaring their 
independence of the “stars.” Mapleson, of 
London, has announced his determination to 
employ young and promising singers hereafter, 
with the view of compelling the recognized and 
high-priced artists to abate somewhat in their 
terms. Maurice Strakosch, who at present man- 
ages the Italiens in Paris, has commenced an 
excellent system of securing promising young 
singers, placing them under contract for s 
term of years, and then educating and 
preparing them for the stage. He is also in 
communication with the managers in Vienna and 
St. Petersburg for the purpose of forming «a 
combination against the “ stars.” 

This will accomplish a great deal, but the pub- 
lic itself can do a great deal more. 8So long as 
people have their present absurd prejudices 
against the “off nights,” and ran only to 
the nights when the “estar” sings, the 
system will continue to have life and en- 
couragement. It has happened this season, as 
it bas in others, that some of the performances 
of the ‘* off nights" have been among the best 
in the season. The performance of *‘ Martha,” 
for instance, was one of the most finished repre- 
sentations that has ever been given here, and 
yet, popular as this opers is, it drew only a small 
house, whereas if Nilsson had appeared in it, 
the house would have been crowded to overflow- 
ing.. The public therefore has itself to blame 
somewhat for the high prices of opera. If the 
public and the manager would combine, they 
could deal a very effective blow at the “star” 
system, which neither of them can accomplish 
alone, at least for some time to come.

STREET-LOCOMOTION. 

The notice in Tar Tarsone of Wednesday last, 
of anew scheme for an elevated railway, sug- 
gested some new ideas for the construction of the 
tramways, and the most economical and conven- 
ient motive power, to facilitate easy and rapid 
locomotion through the crowded streets of otir 
cities. There have been constructed, or pro- 
posed, railways under ground, and elevated rail- 
ways, and those with suspended cars, and rail- 
ways of various styles laid upon the surface of 
the streets tracks of two rails, and one rail, and 
three rails; but none of these plans have been 
successful except that of the Underground Rail- 
way of London and the common two-rail plan for 
the surface. The London Underground Rail- 
way is ope of the most magnificent enier- 
prises of this or any age, but has been a 
marvelous success only because of the ne- 
cessity for such an improvement to meet the de- 
mand for a rapid means of transit for a vast 
population through an immense city where al- 
ready all other avenues of locomotion are crowd- 
ed beyond endurance. There have been tried 
verious means for locomotive-power to haul 
through the streets the vehicles that run upon 
the rails for city use; but none of these have yet 
proved acceptable, except the horse-power, and 
the dummy with steam-power in exceptional 
cases and to a limited extent. 

The atreet railway, proper as it is, is a very 
crude -contrivance introduced into the city with 
very little manifestation of mechanical inven- 
tion, from the sheer necessity to have something 
of the kind to meet the demands of the public. 
It is only the steam railway with cars with the 
flange-wheel and fixed axles (appliances neces- 
sary for keeping on the track), introduced 
into the street without the steam, and 
where no abselute necessity existe for keeping 
upon the rails. There is here evidently a sphere 
for inventive genius to apply itself to the im- 
provement of the means of transit in the city 
as it pertains to both track and motive power. 
The horse is getting worn out, if not played out, 
as a motive power, and he has some claims upon 
humanity to be emancipated from the excessive 
labor to which he is condemned in thie work for 
the public. And steam, with ite puff and snort, 
smoke, fire, and fog, is not the fit agent to sup- 
plant the horse in crowded thoroughfares, 

We welcome, therefore, any advance toward 
improvement either in the ways or in the pro- 
pélling power of street-locomotion. If it be 
practicable, the public will weleome it ; and there 
will be none to oppose it, except such features 
of the improvement.as will militate against the 
monoply of the street railways. Tue Tareone 
recenjly noticed the reported invention of Mr. 
E. G. Blatherwick of a plan for an elevated street 
railway. As a Chicago invention it deserves 
a special local consideration. If offered 
as = useful suggestiOn, it really points 
to something practicable in the way vof 
improvement in this direction. The “ele- 
vated” feature of it has no originality. 
The suspension of the cars below the bearing 
plate is not original, and has often been suggest- 
ed for street use, and las been actually and suc- 
cessfully tried in the transportation of coal in 
the mines of Wales. ‘hese are commendable 
features for city use, as we get rid of the 
nuisance of the raised rajis adopted for flange- 
wheels in the middle ef the street. The 
originality of Mr. Blatherwick’s plan consists in 
the inclined plane of the track, and im the me- 
chanical device for running and operating the 
ear suspended from this inclined plane. It in- 
volves the double-invention of track or way 
and motive power; for it is proposed that 
this incline of the track (descending on a scale 
of twenty-five feesto the mile), will be the ap- 
plication of the power of gravitation to propel 
the car. And the process supposes that the car 
is always to be running down bill. That is an 
unheard-of problem in mechanics. But the con- 
tinuous gravitation is provided for by the pro- 
vision of some stationary power at certain stages, 
say @ mile apart, that shall lift the car to the 
highest elevation of the incline, to send the 
rolling-gear on its downward and forward course, 
while the car is kept suspended afliciently near 
to the earth to admit of free entrance, by s me- 
chanical attachment to the suspending tackle, 
that takes up the car as the inclining progress of 
its wheels approaches the surface. Now these 
are all unquestionable mechanical practi- 
cabilities,—the incline, the stationary power, 
the suspended car, and the adjustable 
suspension ; but the curious person will inquire 
for the practicability of the whole arrangement. 
Is it supposed that the car, with all ite running 
accompaniments and weight of passengers, will 
ever comme down this slight incline faster than a 
snail’s pace, if it even moves at all from any 
ascent that is possible to be made, incumbered 
as it will be with necessary friction, the arrest of 
ite velocity by the oft-repeated stops necessary 
to take on and put off passengers at every block? 

Bat, nevertheless, the “invention” may sug- 
geat additional power to aid ite momentum, to 
be stored up and held in reserve for its epecial 
use at the several stages and stations for the 
stationary power, such as the winding up of 
spring-clock machinery, by which the car 
may be made to traverse ite appointed 
distance. But ‘more particularly is it 
suggestive of the practicability of an 
elevated single-rail track on which might be sus- 
pended a light and elegant car propelled by some 
power not'so remote, and which would move 
noiselessly and gracefully along the edge of the 
sidewalk without the rumble, jostling, and con- 
cussions of the car upon the rail and street 
paving. 

But, notwithstanding all these eccentric at- 
tempts at improvement in the means of street 
traffic, the fact remains that the solid earth and 
common roadway ig the natural and proper ave- 
nue for their traffic, and but a small portion of 
facilities of the common way has yet been 
worked up. Any thronged thoroughfare in any 
great city is capable of doing double the work it 
now does for the accommodation of the people if 
the most were made that could be made of its 
room. Thiscan be done by the improvement 
of the vehicles, systematizing the kinds of traffic, 
ducing # style of pavement appropriate for 
the treadway of the horse, and the proper mate- 
rial for the wheel-way of the carriage, thus 
bringing the moving throng into line and order, 
and, at the same time, greatly lessening the wear 
parent to any one who reflects upon the subject.
